TATIONS. AMBS SCALI AND BENNETT TOLD GUYANA'S REP JACKSON 
THAT US HAD GREAT DIFFICULTY WITH CHAP. VII LANGUAGE, WHICH 
IT OPPOSED ON PRINCIPLE AND FOR LEGAL REASONS, AND FELT 
SUCH ACTION NOT CONSTRUCTIVE WAY OF PURSUING JUSTICE AND 
FREEDOM IN SOUTH AFRICA. LATER, OAU OBSERVER OUATTARA INFORMED 
US AND UK THAT AFRICANS WERE PREPARED TO ACCEPT LESS THAN 
CHAP. VII LANGUAGE IF RES INCLUDED FORMULA ALONG LINES 
SUGGESTED BY FRENCH. US, UK AND FRENCH DELS REVIEWED NEW

CHUANGE YEN (CHINA) DECLARED THAT BEHIND "EVIL WIND" OF 
SO-CALLED "RECONCILIATION" AND "DIALOGUE" STIRRED UP BY VOR- 
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STER AND SMITH REGIMES THERE WAS CONSPURACY TO INTENSIFY FUR- 
THER THE ARMED REPRESSION AGAINST PEOPLE IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. 
CHINESE DEL FIRMLY SUPPORTED SWAPO AND OAU ANSWER TO VOR- 
STER'S "ARROGANT" STATEMENT: THEY HAD CALLED ON NAMIBIAN PEOPLE 
TO CONTINUE TO STRUGGLE UNTIL TOTAL INDEPEDENCE. CHINESE GOVT 
AND POEPLE ALWAYS SUPPORTED PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA AND OTHER PARTS OF 
SOUTHERN AFRICA IN THEIR JUST STRUGGLE FOR NATIONAL LIBERATION. 

AMB SCALI NOTED POSITIVE ASPECTS OF SOUTH AFRICAN LETTER AND 
EXPRESSED VIEW MULLER'S WORDS WENT SOMEWHAT BEYOND ASSURANCES 
GIVEN SYG IN APRIL 1973. HE SAID "WE MUST MOVE CAREFULLY LEST WE 
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WORSEN RATHER THAN IMPROVE OUTLOOK FOR JUSTICE AND FREEDOM." 

USDEL CONSIDERED THAT SA'S OFFER TO RESUME DIALOGUE WITH SYG 
REP AND ENTER INTO DISCUSSIONS WITH AFRICAN LEADERS, WITH PRES- 
IDENT OF NAMIBIA COUNCIL AND WITH OAU COMITE SHOULD BE EXPLORED. 
THERE WERE AMBIGUITIES IN SA LETTER AND "SA SHOULD PROVIDE CLAR- 
IFICATIONS OF ITS INTENT." STRONGLY HELD BELIEF OF US WAS THAT SA 
SHOULD ACT IN IMMEDIATE FUTURE TO END ITS ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OF 
NAMIBIA. US DID NOT OCNSIDER THAT THREAT TO INTERNATIONAL PEACE 
AND SECURITY EXISTED WITHIN MEANING OF CHARTER, SCALI STATED. 

TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL - 

TC HEARD CLOSING STATEMENTS ON TTPI JUNE 3 BY AMB WHITE, HIGH 
COMMISSIONER JOHNSTON, AND SPECIAL ADVISERS KENDALL AND SETIK 
OF CONGRESS OF MICRONESIA. JUNE 4 TC WILL CONSIDER ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR DISPATCH OF SPECIAL VISITING MISSION TO MARIANAS ISLANDS TO 
OBSERVE PLEBISCITE JUNE 17 AND FOR REGULAR VISITING MISSION TO TTPI 
IN 1976. 

SETIK WAS "SOMEWHAT DISCOURAGED" AT LACK OF ACTIVITY ON SOME 
FRONTS, AND BELIEVED THERE WAS NO REASON TO DEFER ACTION ON CERT- 
AIN ASPECTS OF SELF-GOVT, INCLUDING GREATER CONTROL BY MICRONESIAN 
CONGRESS ON BUDGETARY MATTERS AND LESSENING OF HIGH COMMISSIONER S 
VETO POWER. HE COMENTED THAT MICRONESIA "MUST BARGAIN AND 
NEGOTIATE WITH US IN AN ADVERSARY ATMOSPHERE," BUT HAD 
EXPERIENCED QUICKNESS WITH WHICH US COULD ACT IF IT WANTED TO, 

OFTEN COUNTER TO WHAT HE VIEWED AS IN BEST INTERESTS OF MICRONE- 
SIANS. ONLY ON INITIATIVE OF COM AND WITH RELUCTANT APPROVAL 
OF VARIOUS ADMINISTERING DEPARTMENTS IN USG HAD ANY SIGNIFICANT 
STEPS TOWARD SELF-GO VT BEEN TAKEN, HE DISAGREED WITH PROPOSITION 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THAT MORE MONEY MEANT MORE DEPENDENCE AND THAT COMPLETED INFRA- 
STRUCTURE COULD NOT BE SUPPORTED. COM POSITION WAS THAT MORE 
MONEY NOW WOULD MEAN LESS DEPENDENCE IN FUTURE. NOTING SAIPAN HAD 
MOST DEVELOPED INFRASTRUCTURE OF ALL SIX DISTRICTS, HE HOPED 
THAT FACT WAS NOT LOST ON TC. LOCALIZATION WAS PROGRESSING BUT 
IT COULD NOT BE MEANINGFUL UNLESS MICRONESIANS WERE ALBE TO 
MAKE INPORTANT DECISIONS, AND REGRETFULLY, FOR MOST PART, THAT 
RESPONSIBILTIY WAS USURPED BY ADMINISTERING AUTHORITY. 

HIGH COMMISSIONER JOHNSTON CALLED ATTENTION TO RECENT EVENTS IN 
WASHINGTON WHICH CONCERNED TERRITORY AND GAVE STATISTICS CONCERN- 
ING EMPLOYMENT OF MICRONESIANS AFTER COMPLETING THEIR EDUCATION 
KIN REPLY TO EARLIER UK QUESTION). HE TOLD FRENCH AND AUSTRALIANS 
THAT IF 37 APPLICATIONS FOR NON-US FOREIGN BUSINESS PERMITS, 

13 HAD BEEN APPROVED, 9 DISAPPROVED AND 15 WERE PENDING. DURING 
SAME PERIOD 89 APPLICATIONS WERE RECEIVED BROM US BUSINESSES, 54 
OF WHICH WERE APPROVED, 4, DISAPPROVED AND 31 STILL PENDING. 

IN REPLY TO SOVEIT QUESTION, HE EXPLAINED HIS APPROACH TO VETO 
AND SAID HE ALWAYS ENDEAVORED TO USE IT JUDICIOUSLY. HE LOOKED 
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FORWARD TO DAY WHEN QUESTIONS OF FUTURE STATUS WERE SETTLED, 
CONSTITUTION PREPARED AND APPROVED, ELECTIONS HELD AND OFFICE 
OF CHIEF EXECUTIVE OF MICRONESIA WAS OCCUPIED AS IT SHOULD BE BY 
ELECTED MICRONESIAN. 

AMB WHITE COMMENTED ON US ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE AND SAID US HAD 
SOUGHT TO RESPOND GENEROUSLY TO MICRONESIAN NEEDS. SHE SPOKE OF 
MARIANAS WHISHES FOR POLITICAL STATUS SEPARATE FROM REST OF 
TERRIROTY; POINTED OUT CONSITUTIONAL CONVENTION SHOULD BE IMPORT 
ANT STEP TOWARD SELF-GOVT; STATED US INVITATION TO OTHER DIS 
TRICTS TO RESUME NEGOTIATIONS REMAINED OPEN; EXPLAINED THAT 
LONGSTANDING ISSUE OF RETURN OF PULBIC LANDS WAS WELL ON WAY TO 
RESOLUTION; AND ASSURED TC THAT US DID NOT INTEND TO TERMINATE 
TRUSTEESHIP EARLIER FOR MARIANAS THAN FOR REMAINDER OF TERR- 
ITORY. 

KENDALL SPOKE AT LENGTH ABOUT RETURN OF PUBLIC LANDS, EXPLAINED 
MICRONESIAN POSITION, AND CLAIMED THAT USG REFUSED TO ACCEPT ANY 
COMPROMISE ON ITS AUTHORITY IN AREA OF EMINENT DOMAIN. AS 
MATTER PRESENTLY STOOD, US INTENDED TO RETURN LANDS IN MANNER 
WHICH WAS UNACCEPTABLE TO PEOPLE AND UNDER CONDITIOW#+4V./PK. 
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
